A. ) Claims 44 and 46, as amended or originally filed, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. (Written Description Rejection)

B. ) Claims 44 and 45, as amended or originally filed, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
first paragraph, because the specification, while being enabling for recombinant cells harboring 
library of specific binding pair member comprising single chain antibody, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for recombinant cells harboring any other specific binding pair members. 
The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which

C.) Claims 44-53 as amended are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The previous rejection is maintained for the reasons of record 
advanced in previous Office action, mailed 7/5/06, pp. 10+. 

Applicants argue the proposed amendments to the claim would overcome the Written 
Description, and Scope of Enablement rejections as well as the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph. Because the proposed claim amendments are not entered, applicant's 
arguments are only considered in light of the currently pending claims. 

Applicant's arguments are not persuasive to overcome the above said rejections. 
Applicants mainly argue that the pending claims are misconstrued to mean both members of the 
specific binding pair are displayed. Applicants further argue that the claims recite that only "a" 
member of a specific binding pair is displayed. Contrary to applicant's assertion, the claims 
(especially Claim 44) as written encompasses the cells displaying both members of the binding 
pair, as discussed in the previous Office action, 7/5/06, pp. 3+ and pp. 7+.
